The Silver men of the United States, 


recognizing the fact that tho adoption 
of the single gold standard is the canso 
Of the general financial and industrial 
depression, propose to make the restor- 
ation of silver to its former position 
by opening the mints for its coinage 
on an equality with gold, the leading 
issue of the Presidential campaign of 
1896. This one principle of silver re- 
monetization means tho return of 
prosperity, better prices and incre.-.sod 
demand for labor and its products, tho 
decrease of poverty, the development 
of our resources, the appreciation in 
the value of real estate throughout the 
country and the doubling of tho pop- 
ulation of Nevada within a year. 


Though this one principle,the restor- 


ation of silver, means more than is 
embodied in the usual twenty-plank 
platforms of the old parties, it shoul 
not be assumed that the Free Coinage 
party, if in the ascendancy, would no 
dual with other matters of public in 
terest. 
It would settle the Pacifii 


Railroad's aifairj with the Governmen 
by dealing justly with both. It would 
make the necessary appropriations for 
public institutions BUU doubtless ad- 
just tariff schedules more equitably 
than either of the old parties, ai it is 
not committed to an extreme high or 
low tariff. 


It is nothing new for :i National 


party to have but one main issue. The 
Republican party went into power on 
tbe sole issue o! preventing the further 
extension of slavery. Then tho war 
for the Union became the issue and at 
the close of the war reconstruction 
was the only issue involved. Sub=e- 
quently the spoils of office became the 
paramount question, and in 1892 tariii 
wag made the issue and. as was proved 
by the Wilson bill, passed by a Demo- 
cratic Congress, the ouly difference 
between the so-called Free Trade Dem- 
ocrats and the Protection Republicans 
was a fraction over 11 per cent in tar ill' 
sohedoles. Now, as is shown by the 
Dingley bill, passed by a House with 
an overwhelming Republican majority, 
the difference between the parties on 
tariff schedules is mush less than it 
was two years ago. On the financial 
question both the old party organiza- 
tions virtually agree. Cleveland und 
Carlisle, the recognized heads of the 
Democratic party, and Sherman, Mor- 
rill. Reed & Co. the acknowledged lead- 
ers of the Republican party, believe in 
issuing interest-bearing bonds in time 
of peace, with nearly $200,000,000 avail- 
able cash in the Treasury, to purchase 
gold to rAintain the single standard.

platforms, and no party has ever set- 
tled more than one leading issue dur- 
ing the term of a President, and fre- 
quently, as is shown by the tariif dis- 
cussion, it does not do even that.

Chris ZabrisMe, examined by Clarke 


—Have been living in San Francisco 
the last five years. Waa here while my 
father vas Melter and Refiner of the 
mint. He died June 5,189J. His es- 
tate amounted to $700 in coin, 250 
shares creamery stock and I owed him 
$GOO. I was in Candelaria for several 
years, engaged as Superintendent of 
the Candelaria store. Jones was man- 
ager under me and was also superiu- 
tsndent of a mine or two. He owed me 
$350, which he paid in $50 monthly in- 
stallments. 
He also owed and paid 


others after he got into the mint. It 
was a matter of common knowledge 
that he made a largo amount oE money 
through fortunate speculation in min- 
ing stocks. He advised mo in 1891 to 
buy all the Con. Virginia stock I could 
get bold of. My father in 1890-91 was 
pble to attend to the duties of his pos>i- 
tion. He died very unexpectedly in 
June, after the annual clean-up. Jones 
told me at one time that he cleaned up 
over $20,000 in stocks, and afterward 
$29,000. I borrowed money from Jones 
in 1894 and paid him $1,500 in all, the 
last part of it a year ago in January. 


George McLauglin—Since yesterday 


I examined several of the bars at the 
mint relative to the figures stamped 
upon 
them. Found 
the imperfec- 


tion of stamp plainer in some than in 
others—dull in some, but very sharp 
and prominent in others. Every im- 
pression widenb the crack or defect in 
a stamp, and as pressman of the mint 
I have had to stop the press and put in 
a new die. As the crack in a stamp 
widens and deepens the defect becomes 
more prominent, and on that I base my 
opinion as to what bars were stamped 
first. The stamp on this bar shows the 
figure three half broken off. (Shown 
to the jury.) Should say that No. 134 
was stamped first by the imperfections 
in 131 afterward; 110is most prominent 
in its imperfections, and I should say it 
was stamped last; don't know about 
No. 110. Examined the bars at request 
of General Clarke without compensa- 
tion. Have taken no interest in the 
prosecution against Jones and have 
made no expression against him. 


At 11 A. ii. General Clarke aaid the 


prosecution rests its case, having no 
more testimony to offer. 


Wood burn wished to separate the 


charges of embezzlement and larceny 
m this case.

He frequently came in 
during the day, and sometimes not for 
a day or two. Never saw him in the 
refinery after hours alone. Coinage 
ceased in May, 1893. There were about 
forty moulds in the deposit melting 
room, and Pickler and I used them. 
This mould was on top of the pile, being 
evidently the last one used. It fitted 
one of the spurious melt bars, and De- 
tective Gallaher said it was a singular 
evidence. 


Wai. Picklor was deposit melter at 


first under Harris, acting in January, 
1895, also in February. When he was 
discharged I was sent for, and finally 
suspended for remarks I made to Clerk 
Klrod. Harris told mo I wouldn't be 
let out but I was on the 13th of Janu- 
ary last. I never complained, merely 
thinking they didn't like ine, and didn't 
care anyway. The nitric process failed

Babylon ruled, is a waste of sands, and 
all this can be traced to no other cause 
than the destruction of the forests, be- 
cause there have boon no other changes 
and it is well known that when forests 
covered that country all'the lauds "were 
fertile and there were located the grail 
eries of the world.

tinned the best porliop of tho United 
States and Canada mnst become more 
and more afflicted with aridity.

sure as Palmyra of old was over 
whelmed by the sands after the forests 
were destroyed so sure will the Ohio 
and Upper Mississippi valleys succuml 
to a similar fate if the destructive hand 
of man is nqt stayed.
